Kill Tbey be Lessened T Some Fnots to 
Think About. 

Tho desire to obtain something for 
iiothinj? is avar present in the luiiiiaii 
race. And to tho careft'.l olisorver, the 
movement to reduce thu hours of lal 
has its rise partly iu this ilesire. No 
oue wants to work less hours for less 
pay; all tbo labor agitators demand tlio 
same money for shorter days. If ttiis 
should b« obtained, as we sincerely hope 
it will, after a s|iort time the result will 
bo leiseiied value of money, money will 
not buy so muoh, and - . wages will be as 
low as before. Benefit the working man 
but do nothing that will lower his wages.

Who ' oafUe liappy 
when nervous, sleepless, or with poor 
digestion? A "fit of the blues" is the 
sure result.
